Minneapolis has almost inexhaustible re- 
sources in all the necessities, comforts 
and luxuries for which man and woman 
yearn, except in that dire necessity, that 
exceeding comfort and rare luxury— the 
efficient, neat, faithful and responsible 
hired girl. With an output of clerks 
and typewriters equal only to that of 
Sour and lumber, a profusion of pretty 
girls as remarkable as our possession of 
lakes and parks, and an overflow of 
brainy and useful femininity liljs unto 
ihat of our proverbial enterprise and 
water power, Minneapolis must yet con- 
foes that in the line of a first class article 
of hired girl we have a scarcity approach- 
ing famine.

hired girl famine is the fact that the girl 
who successfully masters the sciences 
and arts of cookery and housekeeping is 
immediately besieged with matrimonial 
offers. Girls of such accomplishments 
are never in danger of becoming old 
maids. Women of blood and brawn,, 
health and dqmestic capacity, will be in 
demand as long as the home is the cradle 
of civilization.— Minneapolis Tribune.

Some of th» Duties That Devolve o 


Every Moinbfr nf a \Yomiin'* Club. 
It has boon playfully said that certain 


women are "clubable," while others are 
not so. Some women are willing ant 
able to obey the laws and regulations of 
a club and enjoy their membership from 
the first moment. Others who are less 
social or more thoughtless or willful, 
fret against the necessary 
restraints 


which are imposed upon them, and an- 
noy their fellow members and themselves 
by factious opposition, or by a careless 
disregard of the ethical and moral code 
which governs all organized bo.lies. 


When we remember the ideas which 


until very recently have governed the 
education of women, we cannot be sur- 
prised at this state of things. 
Our sex 


was taught to think that it was its mis- 
sion and duty to please, and thiw to win 
privileges which were much more desir- 
able—according to the old theory—than 
rights. 
Now, to be capricious—to he 


all things by turn and nothing long- 
was held to be an important part of the 
art of pleasing. 


One of the most important functions 


of club life is tha.t of making women 
lake a serious view of one and another 
and of themselves, and of banishing 
from their minds the old and false idea 
that capricious irresponsibility was an 
essential part of feminine nature. 1 do 
not mean to say that many women now 
consciously hol(J this theory; but they 
are still more or less governed by it, al- 
though they would probably bo surprised 
if one should tell them so. Th.9 leaven 
of an old idea does pqt lose ita power at 
unce, b^t dioa out very gradually. 


The reasoning powers of our ees are 


Rot yet fully developed, because they 
have, until recently, received little ex- 
ercise. It restilts from these two causes 
that women who are now to c}uh mem- 
bership—ant] SQUID, perhaps, who are 
cot new to it—are occasionally illogical 
in their behavior; they blame other tnom- 
bei-s for carrying out the laws of the 
organization, and perhaps do not eyon 
take the trouble to {jrjd out what thoso 
laws are! 


It should be the first duty of the new 


member to "read, mark, and inwardly 
digest" the constitution or rules of the 
body to which she has united herself, 
and to refrain from nil factious, opposi- 
non thereto. 
The government of a r'reo 


ojub—Jikp that of a free country—"de- 
rives its power from the consont of the 
governed." It is certainly desirable that 
reforms and changes should be made 
from time to time, and every meinbei 
should be at liberty to express her opin- 
ion fully and freely—^t the right time, 
and in the right place. 


Olub life teaches women that higher 


pcRiteness which does away with insin- 
cerity, and shows them how to express 4 
difference of opinion with fv^nkness. 
and yet with courtesy. Thus, if the 
chairman of tho body has made a hasty 
decision or an unfair ruling, tho woman 
who is familiar with the walkings of the 
lub will appeal, in a courteous manner, 
from the decision of the chair; whereas 
;he new member would, under the tame 
circumstances, remain bilent, at the mo- 
ment, and sqy Afterward to her friend,! 
ihat she thought fehe had boon treated 
unfairly. 
In other words, sho will go 


away with a grievance from a mistaken 


otion of politeness. Thin conduct is 


not in accordance with club etiquette, 
which frowns 
upon grievances—and 


frowns also upon undue or unfair ex- 
ercise of authority on the part of the 
governing power. 


In a society which hopes to do good 


work and promote the happiness of its 
members there should always be a 
strong esprit, du corps, and tho members 
should avoid criticising each other or the 
club, especially when talking to tho 
outside world..— Florence Hc,ve Hall in 
:Iomernaker.

of all dyes, known as Tyrinn purple, 
which was considered too splendid to be 
worn by any but kings and nobles. One 
ponnii of wool dyed with it was worth 
$175, the process by which it was ex- 
tracted being very tedious and 
BIS 


pounds of dye liquor being reqitired for 
staining a pound of wool The liquor 
was procured by placing the very small 
whelks in n inortar and crushing them. 
To this the animals extracted from the 
larger shells were added, as well as cer- 
uviu proportions of urine and water in 
ivhicli the snails had been allowed to 
putrefy. 
In the mixture thus com- 


pounded the cloth or woo] to be dyed 
was soaked, being afterward exposed to 
light. Chemists say that by this proc- 
ess there was effected a transformation 
of uric acid into purpurato of ammonia, 
termed for short "inurexide," because 
one of the two species of snails used was 
the uiurex. The other species was what 
is known as the purpura. 


The mures and purpura were mixed 


in the process in the proportion of two 
to one. 
Fabrics thus dyed had a very 


surprising and beautiful effect of ^jsolor, 
presenting metallic green reflections 
from one point of view and in others 
shewing brown and purple tints. Chem- 
ists for some time imagined that the 
iridescence of the feathers of humming 
birds and peacocks was caused by a suh- 
stance of the nature of murexide, but it 
in known now that these brilliant hues 
are occasioned by a structure of the 
feathers which breaks up the light. 
Murexide is now obtained from guano 
ii well as from uiollusks.—Interview in

inaudible to the human ear.
